Immigration: A Major Issue 
A 


FEW hundred thousand Indians excepted, every per- j 
son now living in the United States is the descendant j 


of an immigrant. 
Until a year ago immigration was re-! 


stricted only by the exclusion of the physically, mentally,] 
or morally unfit and those who had come on contracts to' 
labor. 
^ 


The change in our national policy brot about by the 
three per cent, immigration law will probably be looked 
back upon by the historians, unless it is speedily reversed, 
as one of the two or three turning points in our history. 
With its possibilities for good or evil, it ranks with such 
major events as the aboliton of slavery and the acquisition 
of the western territories. 


The first pinch is felt, of course, by the immigrants, or 


would-be immigrants, themselves. The confusion as to the 
exact terms of the law, the competition between steamship ! PENNY ANTE 
companies in the landing of the newcomers, with subse- 
quent hardships to those Avho arrive too late; the brutality 
resulting from the law's literal execution, the opportunities 
for corruption, are obvious, and all bear hard on the alien. 
To avoid the worst of these evils almost every one would 
admit that at least the administrative portions of the law 
uced overhauling. 


• The next group to suffer, if the experience can be 


called that, are the manufacturers who have been accus- 
tomed to receive from Europe an annual crop of docile and 
unskilled labor accustomed to low pay and low living 
standards. Theoretically these newscomcrs have had the 
opportunities of a vast and rich continent thrown open to 
them; in practice a few of them in the first generation and 
many more in the second did rise to positions of power and 
influence; but the mass of.them were valued by large-scale 
employers because they were exactly what they were. As 
fast as they became Americanized they tended to leave the 
poorly paid occupations, and their places were taken by 
newer and yet newer waves of immigration; until in recent 
years the question has arisen whether we were not in 
danger of creating a permanently subordinate class made 
up of descendants of latest arrivals. 


The program announced a few days ago by the Na- 


tional Association of Manufacturers is frankly based upon 
self-interest. 
From the employers' point of view there is 


a shortage of unskilled labor, which means not that jobs 
cannot be filled, but that it is necessary to offer tho induce- 
ment of high wage:; and accept tho drop in productivity 
which always accompanies labor scarcity. 
Thi«; hurts the 


manufacturer, it may hurt the general public, and it is. on 
theh other hand, a godsend to certain classes of labor. The 
situation raises in practical form the old question whether 
it is a wholesome thing for American industry to depend on 
a foreign supply of workers. 


^But the larger question is not touched by the associa- 


tion s program and statement. This larger question is 
social and profoundly affects the national ideals. In !ho 
course of a hundred years or so tho supply of labor avail- 
able to our manufacturers in W2l\ will be o'f no importance, 
whereas the degree and kind of immigration allowed in 
this and .coming years will not merely be of importaiice 
but will determine the kind of nation we shall be. 


The choice America must make is between throwing 


open the doors and relying upon the ultimate goodnos of 
humanity and the beneficence of providence for its future. 
or of closing the door.- and relying upon cold-blooded" 
practicality.
